At once a terrific argument 
broke out in our city room, as it did all through the So- 
cialist world. The Old Guard said it was insane. The 
young guard, including myself and a wild Irish copyreader 
who was a lieutenant of Jim Larkin’s, stood up for the 
Bolsheviks. — 


If truth were told. we really didn’t know why. It was just instinct. 
Nobody really knew what was going on; if ever the bourgeois papers 
showed themselves up for the Wall Street falsifiers they functionally 
are, it was then. 

But they were following their instincts, too. The Old Socialist 
Guard in our office quoted pages of Marx at us, but they were also 
being anti-Benin by instinct. 

I really believe there is a great deal of value in the instincts. In a 
crisis, they are eften the only force great masses can go by. The Rus- 
sian masses seemed to have the right instincts at the time. I am glad 
I was lucky enough to be affected by the same blind hunch. 


Everything is much clearer today; I think. Even the young Pioneers 
can see through the most subtle , and get at the class con- 
tent of a political situation. This is the result of twenty years of the 
Russian Revolution. It has been a great teacher to all the peoples of 
the world, affecting them m ways we cannot calculate. The 
ideas have been merged into the instinctive thought of man 
wait for the right hour to become action. 

We used to worry day and night about Russia in those 
the way we now do about Spain. It seemed the same sort of lone- 
fight against the whole capitalist world as Spain's today.

When Lenin 
Hid in a 
Haystack

* E reason why, twenty years ago, the sun rising over 
Russia shone down on à new state power, exclusively 
the government of workers and farmers, was that the 
masses had followed the master strategy of Lenin. 

Further, because that strategy was expressed by 
Stalin, whose leadership at the crucial Sixth Party Con- 
gress, in August, was outstanding, while Lenin, by Party 
orders, was in hiding from the terror that followed the 
premature and provoked July uprising. 

A Bolshevik workman named Shotman, who_ was 
charged with keeping contact with Lenin, then hidden in a haystack 
in Finland, tells some little known anecdotes of that period. 

“At that time,” he says, “when our leader was hiding in the hay- 
rick, we were preparing our Sixth Congress. I visited the Viborg 
(workers section—H. G.) Committee. They were talking among them- 
selves about Lenin, and Lashevich threw out the suggestion that Lenin 
would de Prime Minister in September, at which all smiled and every- 

joke.

from it, I began to tell him all the news of the town, and mentioned. 
prophesied that Lenin would be Prime 
Minister in September. 


“I thought that he would burst out laughing or at least would

Lenin explained that in the past period of “dual 
existence of both Soviets the bourgeois government “expressen 
the undefined transitory of state power,” the slogan was valid
